The Trials and Tribulations of an 
Ultra Republican Leader—Perse- 
cuted by the Government — Bar- 
rachina’s Flight to France and 
America—Starving in the Midst of 
Plenty—Arrested on a False Charge. 


By Telecraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New Vonk. July 2.— Antonio Barrachina is a 
prisoner in Ludlow street jail. The Spanish 
Government has asked for bis extradition and he is 
awniting examination before United States Com- 
missioner Osborne, who will decide whether or not 
the application snall be granted. The nominal 
charge on which he was arrested, and has been 
heid since June 9, is for alleged malfeasance in 
office while a notary holding a commission from 
the Spanish crown. It is claimed that the real 
object for which the extradition is asked is that 
Barrachina may be punished for political offences. 


Allthough stil a young man, Barrachina 
bas hed a remarkable career. A  onailve 
of the eit of Alimente, Spain, he 
was a doctor of laws and doctor of philosophy be- 
fore he was 21 ears of age. Several years later he 
occupied one of the most responsible positions 
under the crown in the chief city of the important 
8 of Murcia, It would appear that before 

© was 80 years old he had obtained a national rep- 
utationasan ultra Republican leader and orator, 
and, moreover, that he paid the penalty for this 
prominence by serving two terms at hard labor as 
a political prisoner. In each case he was released 
or amnestied, apparently because the Government 
could mace no Case Against him. 

On June 22, 1871, wis hoy of 18 or 19, Barra- 
china was arrested by, fof the Royal Prosecu- 
tor, charged with delivered a speech in Va- 
lencia in which he ssed offensive expressions 
concerning the?

: Daughter — Edward Southerland, 
the Young Lady's Intended Hus- 
band, Learning of Her Rash Aot, 
Blows His Brains Out,

GaLxespura, ILL, July 2.—Miss Lizzie Steepleton 
and Edward Southerland, both of Gibon, a small 
town twelve miles east of Galesburg, committed 
suicide yesterday morningon account of disap- 
pointment la their love affairs. Lizzie 
Steepleton was a school teacher add the 
daughter of Albert Steepleton, a Gibon farmer. 
Little is known of Southerland’s antecedents. He 
came from Jackson, Ohio, a few years ago and 
secured employment ina creamery at London 
Mills, Fulton County, Nl. It is rumored that he had 
married a girl in Ohio, whom he had seduced, and 
had been seekipg a diyorce from her at 
the time of the suicide of Miss 
Steepleton, which is said to have been caused by a 
postponement of the marriage which was to take 
place on next Saturday Miss Steepleton and 
Southerland have been keeping company for about 
a year, and there probably hag been an undue inti- 
macy. between the two, which may have affected 
the young lady's mind, and, in a great measure, 
have caused her to take herown life. Miss Stee- 
pleton was 20 years of age and 

VERY HANDSOME IN APPEARANCE. 
On Tuesday she made the remark that she 
had enough arsenic to kill all the rats 
on the place, but nothing further was observed, 
and no suspicions were aroused. Yesterday morn- 
ing, however, she was discovered in the last agonies 
of death, and she died without revealing the cause 
of herrash act. Shortly afterward Southerland 
came into the house and was ordered out by Mr. 
Steepleton, who stated that Southerland was the 
cause of his daughter's death. He immediately 
went to a neighbor's house and 

BORROWED A GUN. 

He was found soon after near a creek southwest of 
Gibon with the top of his head blown off. The load 
from the gun took effect just below the right eye, 
and part of the head was found ina tree several 
teet from the ground. Both parties were well con- 
nected, Miss Stepleeton's father being a well- to-do 
farmer, and Southerland's father being cashier of 
a bank at Jackson, Ohio. The unfertunate 
couple were buried this morning.

Under 
this provision the commissioners held that 
the auditor had no right to _ receive 
any such recommendation from a 
member of Congress.

The Dean Investigation. 

At the session of the Dean Investigation Commit- 
tee last night Dr. Jules Valle and Dr. Adelsberger 
testified.

of patients being allowed to lie on the ground ina 
stretcher before being taken tothe proper ward. 
He also knew of three casesof diphtheria being 
contracted by the, patients being taken where 
others suffering from the disease had been. Few 
complaints about the tea and coffee furnished were 
made, and he did not know of Dr. Dean neglecting 
patients. 

Dr. Adelberger testified that last spring Dr. Dean 
neglected for two hours to examine a woman whe 
had been struck by a brick and paralyzed.

Dean once stopped the giving of milk to the patients 
with solid diet. Once Dr. Dean waited eight days 
before responding to a request to examine a patient. 
The supplies were sometimes cut short. Dr. Dean 
often used before the coroner the histories of cases 
written out by assistants.

The Ute Indians Threaten the Towns 
of Mancos and Dolores.

A Ranchman's Stirring Appeal to 
Governor Eaton of Colorado—People 
Deserting Their Homes and Seeking 
Safety in the Sage Bush—A Bloody 
Massacre Feared. 


Denver, Cot., July s. Governor Eaton has re- 
ceived the following telegram this morning from a 
oh man living near Durango: “The settlements 
the Mancos and Dolores are threatened 
by the Ute Indians, and the people 
are very much alarmed. Some of them are moving 
their families out for greater safety, and others, 
who are unable to move, are sleeping out in the 
sage brush for fear their houses will be burned and 
their families massacred. The citizens are not 
sufficiently armea, neither have they ammunition. 
Yesterday a detail guarding horses saw an Indian 
scout within two miles of the valley. The people 
have no confidence in the United States military. 
We demand State protection, arms and ammuni. 
tion. Iwas instructed by the citizens of Mancos to 


make this demand. 
[Signed] “M. T. Morris.” 


Some days ago Governor Eaton sent Inspector- 
General Reardon and Adjutant-General Taylor to 
the scene of the trouble to investigate and report. 
This morning the Governor received the following 


telegrams:

Jo the Governor of Colorado: 

“Think you ought to send by to-morrow’s 
express to Durango, two hundred forty-five 
calibre rifles; also ammunition.

There is every indication 
of a war. I think the city company 
ought to be determined to hold it 
self ready for orders.

The Oputo Battle. 

San Francisco, July 2. — The Bulletin’s Tomb- 
stone, A. T., special, of July 2 says: 
“William Pinn Howland, who arrived“ last 
night from San Bernandino Ranche, gives 
the following account of the fight 
previously reported, between the whites and the 
Indians at Oputo: Captain Crawford, with the 
main body of troops and scouts, went directly 
toward the Torres Mountains, wifile Lieutenant 
Davis’ command passed around to 
the east end of the mountains, flanking 
theIndians. Davis surprised their camp, consisting 


of seventeen bucks and fourteen women and chil- 
dren. In the attack two bucks were killed and 
one wounded. The womenand children and one 
wounded Indian were made prisoners. The four- 
teen remaining bucks escaped into the mountains. 
It was found’ impossible to overtake 
Lieut. Davis sent Lieut. Henry 
with a detail of six men in charge of the prisoners 
and the mutinous Indian scouts to San Bernandino 
Ranche. At the same time he sent a 
courier to Fort Bowle, asking General 
Cook for reinforcements to meet Hanna at San Ber- 
nandino to relieve him. When Howland left San 
Bernandino yesternay, Hanna had not reached 
there, although he had been on the way six days. 
Lieut. McGrew who had been dispatched as 
a relief to Hanna, arrived at the ranch Monday. 

Scouts have been sent from McGrew's 
command to obtain news of Hanna. The be- 
lief exists that the fourteen bucks who escaped 
from the Oputa fight, seeing the prisoners leave the 
main command guarded by but six men, followed, 
ambushed and massacred them and rescued the 
prisoners.

A NEWSPAPER ASSESSED AT A RIDICULOUSLY LOW 
FIGURE, ACCORDING TO ITS OWN STATEMENT. 

Jurrerson Crry, Mo., July 1.— [Special. — Fol- 
lowing is an extract from a letter written by 8 
well-known and responsibie party, which is now 
before the State Board of Equalization: 

“I see that the Pogr-Dispatom is fighting for a 
high assessment. I would like to give the Board 
some figures as to the value of the Post-DisparTou. 
I have conclusive evidence that the income of the 
Post-Dispaton last year was $100,000; at least so 
it says. and I suppose its statement is worthy of 
credit. This at 10 per cent. would be the interest 
on $1,000,000, yet this paper is not assessed at

“The Dillon estate is the owner of some vacant 
lots in St. Louis, which were desired for depot 
purposes.

“This is the way property is assessed in St. 
Louis. I only refer to that particular portion held 
by the Posr-Disraron or persons connected with 
it. I have no doubt the balance is assessed in 
about the same proportion. I am not gruabling 
at this, but it may be well to ventilate the whole 
thing.“

The Philadelphia Kinsman of Mr. Bayard 
Who is to be Collector of the Port 
Philadelphia Correspondence of the World. 

Quaker City society isin ahigh state of jubila- 
tion over the prospective appointment of Mr. John 
Cadwalader as Collector of the Port of Philadel- 
phia. Mr. Caldwalader is known asthe leader of 
Philadelphia’s most exclusive set. He is a de- 
scendant of Robert II. of Scotland, and besides 
has the blood of two or three English monarchs 
flowing in his velus. He is also a near relative of 
Mr. Bayard, and to that fact his appointment, if 
made, will be largely due. On the point of birth 
he is considered here in Philadelphia to be just 
a peg beyond any other person in the Unitea

He gave a grand ball last winter in a hall owned 
by a British society, his house not being sufficiently 
large. A crowd of representatives of the bluest 
blood in the country danced in silks and jewols un- 
der a portrait of Queen Victoria. The presence of 
Britain's Queen in oils was distinctly apropos since 
all the company possessed English coats-of-arms, 
As the oceasion was the debut of Mr. Cadwalader's 
daughter in society, great care was taken to make 
the gathering as high in point of socia! prestige as 
possible. The company inciudei guests from New 
York, Rhode Island, Maryland, Virginia and Nerth 
Carolina. The New York people were connections 
of the Van Rensselaers and Livingstones. Mr. Cad- 
walader's set is of the opinion that the Astor circle, 
which appears to be considered respectabie enough 
in New York, is still of the nouveau riche. Mr. 
Bayard was unavoidably absent, but several of 
his relatives in part made up for the want of his 


presence. 

Mr. Cadwalader, although the representative of 
so much stal glory, ia hardly striking in persona) 
appearance, He is about five feet two inches in 
height, very slender and weighs probably one hun- 
dred and twelve pounds, His features are promi- 
nent for one so small in general mould, He keeps 
his fdce smooth shaven and is thought by some 
people to have @ resemblance to the first Napoleon.

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To infer from conversations with him,he is inclined 
to that opinion himself. 

He is very wealthy, his estate being put down at 
51.000. 000. He received a fortune from his uncle, 
Gen. George Cadwalader of the Mexican war. His 
father, the late Judge Cadwalader of the United 
States District Court for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania, also left him valuable property. The 
family has been known, as long as it has been 
at ali, for the tenacity of purpose with which it 
cleaves to public office, Mr. Cadwalader is a 
lawyer, though he confines his practice to looking 
after his own estate. He has: the old Philadelphia 


feeling of conservatism in financial matters and he | 


counts his pennies over several times before he lets 
them go. | 

His largest expenditures are for society purposes. 
He has been giving two or three big entertainments 
every season since his daughters have grown up. 
He places great store on his own personal grace, 
and though he is old enough to be a grandfather he 
still regularly takes dancing lessons and is perfect 
in all the latest steps.

REVIVING AN OLD STORY. 


The Million Dollars Coined at the New 
Orleans Mint by Confederates, 

New Lokk. July 2.—A morning paper publishes a 
statement that over $1,000,000 have been coined at 
the New Orieans Mint. of which there is uo official 
record. The coinage act of 1873 made it the duty 
of the Director of the Mint to have a general super- 
vision of all the United States Mints and Assay Of- 
fices. The first director acting under that law was 
the Hon. H. R. Lyudeman, and iu his report of the 
subject he gives statistics of the coinage in the sev- 
eral mints, showing the total amounts and the de- 
nominations of money made at each place for each 
year of their existence. The New Orleans Mint was 
opened for business in 1838—subsequently money of 
every denomination was tnade there. The direct- 
or's statement is brought down to January 31, 186i, 
up to which time there bad been a total coinage of 
$40,148,740 in gold. and $29,764,358 in siver, making 
a grand total at the New Orleans Mint from 
its beginning in 1838 to January 81, 1861, in * 
s.iver and gold of 869.913.003. The date at which 
the directors’ report closes was the date at which 
the mint fell into the hands of the Confederates, 
Louisiana having seceded from the Union by an 
ordinance adopted in the State convention January 
26, 1861, and the 20th of the same month all the 
Federal offices in the State, meluding the mint, 
were directed by an ordinance adopted that day, to 
be transferred to the custody of the State of Louisi- 
ana, and the 25th of March following tuey were 
ordered to be transferred to the care of th® Con- 
federate States. Documents iately brought to 
light, it is stated, show that subsequent to the mint 
going into the hands of the Louisianans and Con- 
federates, and up to may 80 of the same year, there 
were coined $254,000 in gold double eagles, aud 
$1,101,216 30 in silver half dollars, thas making a 
total coinage of $1.855,216 50 when the mint was in 
the enemy's hauds. What was done with this 
money does not appear from any avallable records, 
but the fact of the coinage, as stated, is suown on 
the boots of the coiner at that time, and in order to 
make up the true amount of the actual coinage of 
the New Orleans mint, this sum must be taken into 
account. There was no reguiag coinage of the 
precious metals in Confederate specie under Con- 
federate auspices, although the New Orleans mint 
remained in their control till April 26, 1864, When 
the city was taken by the Federal forces.

Rule 
sixty-three says: No player except the captain or 
his assistant suall address the umpire conceraing 
any point of play, aud any violation of this rule 
shall subject the offender to a fine of five dollars by 
the umpire.” Tue whole thing as it occurred is as 
follows; When Fogarty ran to second Duulap put 
him out fairly and squarely, but Ferguson said: 
“Not out.’ Then Glasscock called out: 
“Why, he touched him with the ball, Bob,” and in 
the same breath Dunlap said, looking towards the 
umpire; “What's that?’ ‘then ferguson made 
use of the language as stated elsewhere.
